Dr. Banach is a graduate of the 
Georgetown Medical School in 
Washington, D.C., and has been in 
Ozark for the past three-and-a-half 
years. He will be in the Elba clinic 
on Tuesdays from 10 a.m. until 2 
p.m. and will be available for 
surgery during the remainder of the 
day. 

“While gynecology is a very 
private medical practice between the 
doctor and patient, ’’ stated Dr. 
Banach, ‘‘the importance of.a 
gynecologist is essential to the good 
health of all women ages 16 and up, 
even those who are past the 
menopausal stage. A gynecologist 
should be thought of as not only a 
physician offering preventive 
medicine, but also as one who is 
concerned with primary care.”’ 

Dr. Banach stated an annual 
checkup is essential in the early 
detection of cervical, uterine and 
ovarian cancer and can also be a 


means of checking the entire 
reproductive system. 

‘“‘Women as young as 16 should 
be under the supervision of a 
gynecologist because at that age 
many girls are already experiment- 
ing with sex and should be given 
contraceptives as a means of birth 
control,’’ added Dr. Banach. ‘“‘I 
know that no parent likes to think of 
contraceptives for their young girls; 
however, the world is not the same 
as it was when they were growing up 
and by the age of 16 girls need to 
know about their bodies and possibly 
begin the use of contraceptives.’’ 

Dr. Banach will also offer medical 
assistance to patients who may have 
fertility problems and stated a 
complete series of tests may be used 
to help couples who wish to have 
children but have not been able to do 
$0.

relieve overcrowding at Elba 


The Elba City School Board met 
in special session last Friday 
morning to consider recommenda- 
tions of the superintendent to solve 
some overcrowding in the kinder- 
garten classes of the Elba school. 
The matter had been a hotbed of 
discussion at the monthly school 
board meeting a week earlier when a 
group of concerned parents 
expressed concern over the matter of 
class size in the kindergarten and 
first grades. 

The classes had 25 beginning 
students in each of four classes and 
parents and teachers expressed a 
desire for about 20. Alabama law 
allows the 25, but current belief is 
that smaller classes are better for 
students and teachers. 

Lynn Whitehurst, Chapter I 
Reading and Math teacher at the 
Middle School, was transferred to 
the kindergarten, She is certified in 
that area. Whitehurst, an Elba 
native, is in her first year with the 
Elba system, having previously 
taught in the Coffee County System 
at Kinston. She has a year of service 


in a Texas school, 

To replace Whitehurst in the 
Chapter I program, the superinten- 
dent recommended the transfer of 
Karen Scott from a newly-created 
position of Math and Reading spec- 
ialist with the elementary and middle 
schools, Scott has previously worked 
in the Chapter I position with the 
Elba school. Most recently she was 
with Troy State University doing 
inservice work with Alabama 
secondary school teachers. She is 
certified in the position. 

Board members were unanimous 
in approving both changes and gave 
Supt. Crews authority to hire two 
aides to help with the large number 
of students in the first grades. 

In other action the board 
approved a $3.00 daily increase in 
the pay of substitute bus drivers and 
placed assistant coach Frank Phillips 
on a 10-month contract retroactive to 
the beginning of school. An over- 
sight left him off the list when other 
assistant coaches received the 
extended contract at the last 
meeting. 


“I am very pleased to move 
forward with a program that is going 
to provide 1500 new housing units 
for low and moderate income 
Alabamians,’’ Goy. Hunt said. ‘‘In 
essence this program is like bringing 
in a new industry that will spend $72 
million, 

‘*The economic multiplier effect 
of that expenditure means about a 
quarter-of-a-billion dollars will be 
added to the state’s economy. The 
economic impact of this investment 
in housing will be to provide many 
jobs for housing and_ related 
industries. This is another step 
toward making Alabama a better 
place to live and work, and it is part 
of the economic revolution we're 
trying to bring about in our state.”’ 

Gov. Hunt said several factors 
contributed to initiating the program 


at this time, including the demand 


for additional housing units, the 
favorable market for these types of 
bonds and the cooperation of lending 
institutions,

Whitewater Creek Watershed to 


provide $5 million in aid 


The Whitewater Creek Water- 
shed Project has received final 
approval from the Soil Conservation 
Service, and local conservation 
Officials report the $5 million project 
will include approximately 164,000 
acres in Coffee and Pike Counties. 

Planning for the watershed 
project actually began in 1985; 
however, the federally funded 
program had to clear many hurdles 
during the past two years and only 
recently was given final approval. 

The project includes a total of 
164,000 acres with 83,000 acres 
being located in Coffee County and 
the remaining 81,000 acres in Pike 
County. 

Conservation officials, in making 
the announcement, stated that a 
watershed is a geographic boundary 
for runoff water that flows into a 
Stream, and insures that all the 
water that runs off the land will flow 
into a stream and not cause erosion 


problems. Major streams in the 
watershed are the Whitewater 
Creek, Walnut and Clearwater 


Creeks, all of which flow southerly 
into the Pea River. 

The watershed project consists of 
terracing the land, planting grass or 


trees to prevent erosion. Cost of the 
project is shared by the landowner 
(forty percent) and the United States 
Dept. of Agriculture (sixty percent), 
and participation in the project is 
completely voluntary. 

The entire project is expected to 
take approximately five years to 
complete and it is hoped that a 
minimum of 80 percent of the 
landowners affected will participate. 


Steve Musser, Coffee County Soil 
Conservation officer, reported that 
while not all farmers in the desig- 
nated area will need assistance, 
those that are in need of the project’s 
benefits should take advantage of 
the federal program and improve the 
quality of their land. 

‘All farms have problems with 
erosion,’’ stated Musser, ‘‘and by 
taking advantage of this program the 
landowners can receive funding to 
terrace their fields, install under- 
ground drainage systems and 
prevent future erosion problems.”’ 

Marion Sanders, a _ district 
director with the Conservation 
Service, stated that when sediment 
washes into streams il causes 
erosion problems for landowners and

Upon receiving notice of the 
grant, Sen.

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also increases flood threats for those 
living downstream. 

“The watershed program can 
obviously help landowners in the 
area listed with the program,’’ 
Sanders said, ‘‘but it could also help 
residents down in Elba who have to 
live with the possibility of flooding. 
By eliminating erosion problems, the 
sediment will remain in the land and 
not wash out into the streams, 
causing eventual filling, leading to 
the possibility of flooding.’’ 

Of the approximately 83,000 
acres included in the Whitewater 
Creek Watershed, 13,000 acres are 
used as cropland, 7100 as pasture- 
land and over 57,400 in forestland. 

‘*Anyone who has large cave-in 
gullies should contact the Soil 
Conservation Service office now,’’ 
stated Musser, ‘‘but it will be two 
years before the landowners wishing 
funding under the Whitewater Creek 
program will be able to receive 
money. The watershed program is a 
contract type program in that the 
federal program guarantees the 
funds will be available and the 
landowner and contractor do the 
actual work, with the program 
paying for 60 percent of the total 
expense incurred. 

“Over one-and-a-half million 
dollars have been -used in the 
Wilkerson Creek Watershed, and 
landowners in the northern part of 
the county and any part lying within 
the boundaries of the Whitewater 
Creek Watershed could realize the 
same improvements that have been 
done in the southern part of the 
county,’”

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ANSWERS TO YOUR 
BIBLE QUESTIONS 


QUESTION: 


What does the inspiration 
of the Bible mean? 


From beginning toend, the Bible claims to be the word of God, the 
revelation of His will to man. Paul wrote to Timothy, ‘‘All scripture is 
given by inspiration of God, and is profitable for doctrine, for reproof, 
for correction, for instruction in righteousness’? (2 Tim, 3:16). The 
word “inspiration” literally means ‘‘breathed into by God,”’ of ‘*God 
What this means is that the Holy Spirit exercised a 
supernatural influence over the Bible writers so that they would 
communicate to man exactly what God wanted commuicated to him, 
Because of this, the Bible writers wrote without error in all areas, 
including morality, history, and science. 

The Bible writers were conscious that they were not speaking of 
their own accord, but were speaking for God. Peter wrote, ‘‘No 
prophecy of the scripture is of any private interpretation, For the 
prophecy came not in old time by the will of man: but holy men of God 
spake as they were moved by the Holy Ghost"’ (2 Pet, 2:21-21). Samuel 
said, ‘‘The Spirit of the Lord spake by me, and his word was in my 
Jeremiah said, ‘‘The Lord put forth his 
hand, and touched my mouth. And the Lord said unto me, Behold | 
have put my words in thy mouth’’ (Jer. 1:9), Thus the writers claim 
plenary (full), verbal (the actual words) inspiration, They spoke as God 


Jesus spoke of the written word when he said, ‘‘Think not that lam 
come to destroy the law, or the prophets: | am not come to destroy, but 
to fulfill. For verily I say unto you, Till heaven and earth pass, one jot 
or one tittle shall in no wise pass from the law, till all be fulfilled” 
(Matt. §:17-18). Jesus was saying that even the smallest parts of the 
letters of the written word would be fulfilled, Jesus would not have 
made such a statement if He had not understood that even the very 


But the words of scripture were not mechanically dictated to the 
‘Bible writers, At the same time that each writer was inspired to write 
God's will, he used his own vocabulary and style of writing. Thus Luke, 
a physician, used medical terms in his account of the ministry of Christ, 
While at the same time expressing his own vocabulary and style, each 
writer avoided any error through the inspiration of God. This did not 
make the writers incapable of sinning, or give them all knowledge, but 
simply protected them from error in what they wrote and taught. 

Foes of the Bible have claimed that it is filled with errors, but the 
Bible has stood the test of time, and no one has ever been able to 
document any contradiction between the Bible and known fact. This is 
because the Bible is not the product of human reason, but of the

The Coffee County Agricultural 
Center has asked State and Federal 
Law Enforcement Officers how to 
legally manipulate or manage a crop 
in a dove field. Here’s what they say: 

According to State and Federal 
regulations for the 1987-88 season, 
It’s legal to manipulate crops speci- 
fically to attract doves. These crops 
may be completely harvested, they 
may be partly harvested, or they may 
not be harvested at all. Crops may be 
left standing or parts of them may 
either be knocked down or shredded 
and left on the ground. And during 
the 1987-88 season, it’s legal to 
harvest doves over crops 50 manipu- 
lated or managed, 

Furthermore, according to State 
and Federal regulations for the 
1987-88 season, crops may be har- 
vested shortly before the opening of 
dove season; and doves may be 
legally shot over the grain that’s 
Spilled during harvest, Likewise, 
parts of a field may be harvested, 
leaving some grain unharvested., 
Doves may be legally shot over both 
the harvested and the unharvested 
parts of such fields. 

Also, according to State and 
Federal regulations for the 1987-88 
season, livestock may be turned into 
a field of standing grain and allowed 
to knock it down sufficiently to 
attract doves. After livestock knock 
the crop down, doves may be legally 
harvested over the knocked-down 
crop, A log may be dragged over a 
standing crop to knock it down 
sufficiently to attract doves. Or a 
tractor, pickup, or other equipment 
may be driven over a standing crop 
to knock it down for the same 
purpose. And doves may be legally 
harvested over the knocked-down 
crop. 

But according to State and Fed- 
eral regulations, some things are 
illegal during the 1987-88 season 
It's illegal to harvest doves over 
grain, salt, and other feed that’s 
been placed in a field to attract 
doves--that’s considered as baiting. 
Furthermore, it’s illegal to harvest 
doves until 10 days after all such bait 
is gone from the field. It's illegal to 
shoot doves as they fly to baited 
fields. It’s illegal to shoot doves over 
grain harvested from a field then 
returned to either that field or to

another field, That, too, is consider- 
ing baiting. And it’s illegal to shoot 
doves over wheat, millet, or any 
other crop planted in late summer, 
fall, and winter unless the crop is 
planted in a normal agricultural 
manner.
